This means that you must be able to understand what you read; think for your lf and ex- 
press your thoughts clearly; handle the basic tools of mathematics in their application to your 
daily life; grasp some of the realities of your natural and human environment. If you have 
learned these things well, you will have learned how to learn. Such an education is a master . 
key that opens many doors.
